FROM CARIBOO. . 


Our advices from Cariboo are not very impor- 
tant. The excitement of the mining season has 
somewhat abated with the approach of winter, 
and those who have made their ‘‘ pile” have 
generally left for more genial climes, while such 
as cotitemplate remaining at the mines are busy 
preparing their winter quarters. The weather 
for the last month or two has been very fine, and 


snow had not commenced to fall. The celebra- 
ted claims, whose names are fumiliar to everyone, 
still continue to yield abundantly. It was _re- 
ported that the Montreal Company had obtained 
a goad prospect, but no other company in the 
Meadows had got down. There have been no 
new strikes worthy of. notice. ‘ 

On Lightning Creek the Batcher and Dutch 
claims (hill diggings) were doing well, The 
Evans company have not yet reached the bed 
rock, With the exception of these -there are 
no companies working on this creek. 

Arrangements were being made for working 
most of the claims during the. winter. It was 
estimated that there were about 400 to 500 men 
still remaining in Cariboo, most of whom will 
spend the winter there. 

Chinamen still ‘continue to bring valuable nng- 
gets from Bridge-River. A party of. men fron 
Lillooet left for that district about two mons 
ago ; whose return is soon expected and wil 
ford some more -reliable infyrmation respec ig 
the mines. 

The roads are excellent. Snow war fo iing 
in small quantities between Bridge Creck and 
Lillowet 

- Messrs. G. B. Wright & Co are erecting stables 
at the mouth of Quesnelle and at intermediate 
places between that and Williams Creek. It is 
their intention to. keep the road open all winter 
and pack provisions between these places on 
sleighs.
